to and vested in the United States of America... Provided never the less .... that 
if the United States shall at any time neglect to keep lighted and in Repair said 
Light House the cession aforesaid shall in that case in utterly void and no effect.” 


Whales Back Light was first lit on September 16, 1830. 


Walback Tower is 58 feet exterior diameter, with walls of 4 feet thickness. Its 
height varies from 11 feet to 16 feet. In its center was a piece of masonry 7 feet thick 
which sustained a platform of timber and planks above. On the platform was a 
earthen parapet, behind which a gun traversed upon a center pivot. The parapet 
was 46 feet, 9 inches above low water. The tower contained a small power 
magazine and 4 embrasurers for guns. 


Selectman’s Annual Letter

Reggie Whitehouse administered his position as New Castle’s 
Fire Chief in a professional manner. Through his leadership he helped build our 
Fire Department to its current position as one of the best Volunteer Fire 
Departments in the area. 


The appointment of Richard White to the position of New Castle’s Fire Chief 
is well deserved. Chief White brings to his new post the same dedication and 
professionalism to insure continuity of goals and that is to make our Fire 
Department one of the finest. 


We were saddened by the recent passing of John B. Cabana, our longtime 
Town Treasurer. John served the town well and is missed by all who worked with 
him. 


Our thanks goes out again to George Pitts for that new sign at the entrance to 
Great Island Common. Thank you George! 


As you will note our tax rate has been stable during the past few yeas and 
continues to be so. The cooperation of all our Town Department heads has made 
this possible. The continued dedicated efforts of our Budget Committee under 
the leadership of their chairman, both past and present, have greatly contributed 
to make our town enjoy its current position. 


We take this opportunity to thank all those who serve, both past and present, 
on the many Boards of our town government. We encourage participation by 
those willing to serve. 


At the time of this writing the Wentworth Hotel complex is in the process of 
changing ownership. We trust that the new owners, in cooperation with town 
officials, will bring the “Wentworth Project” to a harmonious conclusion.

In 1865 the keeper of Fort Point Light was John Henry Conrad Campbell, born 
in Norfolk, Va., of Scottish parents. He enlisted as a drummer during the 
Mexican War and was stationed at Fort William and Mary when his enlistment 
expired at age 22. Later he was appointed lightkeeper. His house was a Cape Cod 
type located at the base of Walback Tower.

After countless hours of planning we all jointly developed a plan to 
be used not only during a nuclear incident but one which can be im pee in 
any type of disaster, such as Hurricane Gloria. | 


This planning came to fruitation when we participated in the Seabrook 
Evacuation Drill on February 26, 1986. However, as in any plan of this size 
changes have to be made once is has been tested. We hope that if you have any 
questions concerning this matter or any ideas on how to improve it that you will 
contact either the Police Department or the Civil Defense Director. 


Finally, we would like to remind anyone who will have a particular transportation 
need during an emergency that they should contact the Police Department and 
make us aware of your particular situation. We will keep a confidential file for 
this information so that we will have the ability to respond immediately in the 
case of an emergency. 


As we approach the new year ahead of us we look forward to what challenges or 
transitions that are coming.

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Animal Control Officers Annual Report 


During the year 1985, the town of New Castle licensed one hundred and thirty-three 
(133) dogs. The following is a breakdown of action taken against offenders from 
March 1985 to March 1986. Twenty-two (22) violation notices served totaling 
$305.00 in fines. One (1) letter of abatement was issued and eight (8) written 
warnings given. In order to avoid deliquent fees and/or a fine you must register 
your dog before May |. This can be accomplished very quickly by providing the 
Town Clerk with a valid rabies certificate along with the required fee for your 
particular animal. 


For the information of new residents in New Castle who are dog owners, we do 
have a town ordinance in effect that requires all dogs to be on a leash except when 
under direct control of their owner or keeper upon his or her property. Also, no 
dogs are allowed on New Castle Beach under any circumstances. 


Please continue to direct all animal control phone calls to the Police Department. 
This not only provides the caller a timely response in the event that I am not 
available but it ensures a record of your call. 


I wish to thank those owners who make my job a little more pleasant by 
respecting their neighbors property and privacy by abiding by our dog ordinances.

1985-86 has shown many advances towards development of an Emergency 
Response Plan for the Town of New Castle. Two copies of the Radiological Emer- 
gency Plan for Seabrook Station are available for public review in the Public 
Library. Please note that the plan is currently under review and any constructive 
critisism to better the plan for the needs of the town is welcome. 


The Fire and Police Departments have participated in three planned exercises 
recently and various deficiencies were noted. Improvements to the plan are currently 
under review. 


Some equipment for the town has been procured through N.H. Yankee and 
installed in the Fire and Police Departments. This greatly enhances our emergency 
response capabilities for Seabrook type emergencies. 


An offshoot of this planning is the increased ability to handle other type emergen- 
cies manmade and/or natural. An example was the recent Hurricane GLORIA 
which identified various needs in town capabilities. 


Future training for Fire and Police Department personnel will be upcoming 
when the State Civil Defense Agency is able to schedule and/or coordinate 
training resources.

4. Coastal Advisory Commission. 


We continue the program for control of poison ivy and sumac in critical areas.

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Annual Report — 
New Castle Planning Board 


March 7, 1986 


The New Castle Planning Board has been extremely busy this past year. 


General Electric Real Estate Credit Corporation, as agent for the Wentworth-by- 
the-Sea Corporation, (Pacific Parks) was granted conditional approval for Plan 85 
(from Plan 82A) to build condominium units and remodel the Wentworth Hotel. 
GE then withdrew before the matter could be dealt with by the Planning Board. 
It is expected the hotel will again be sold and the process may then again be 
presented to the Board. The patience of the Board continues. The Board seems 
ready to help whoever wishes to purchase the hotel. 


The Board was presented a plan to develop Cambell’s Island by Mr. Jeff Marple. 
The plan was incomplete and must be presented again. To date Mr. Marple has 
not returned to the Board. 


The Board lost Anita Lomas as a member. She was extremely hard working and 
effective and is missed. 


The Planning Board completed and adopted a Town Master Plan. 


The Board, as an agent of the Town, must administer the zoning rules. It would 
be unfair not to say that the Planning Board believes it should administer for the 
common good of the Town and its residents all matters before the Board.

Colonel John B. Walback (the German spelling may have been Walbach, but the 
K is used in official letters) was bornin Munster, Germany, October 3, 1766, and 
died in Baltimore, Maryland, June 10, 1857.

At the time of his residence in New Castle, he had investments in several pieces of 
real estate, among them the Hopley Yeaton farm, Jerry’s Fort (Fort Stark) and 
about three acres of the present Wentworth Hotel. 
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Cemetery Trustees Report

and cemetery lots are valid charitable trusts.” An on going project is to repair as 
many of the broken monuments as practical.

The care and 
maintenance of the cemeteries in New Castle is continuous. We sincerely 
appreciate the concern and assistance of many townspeople in helping to keep 
the cemeteries looking beautiful.

Mosquito Control Board 


New Castle Mosquito Control is limited to larviciding. In this procedure the 
insecticide is only applied to water surface where the larva has been found by the 
dipping process. During the past year we larvicided in the Lavenger Creek, Pit 
Lane, River Road and Wild Rose Lane Areas. 


In 1985 we completed our second year of adult mosquito monitoring. The 
mosquito trap identified the presence of following genus types; Aedes, Coquillatidia 
and Culex. In previous years of larvae identification we found only the Aedes 
Solicitan and Contator species. Many mosquito types can fly several miles so 
that the mosquito trap does not necessarily indicate that the larval of the trapped 
adult originated in our local areas. 


We made 31 surveys and larvicided on 10 occasions. 


In 1986 we are joing forces with the Rye and Portsmouth group for more effective 
monitoring and control. 
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Report of the Historian-Archivist 


On November 4, 1985, Cynthia Thomas resigned as historian-archivist for the 
Town of New Castle. She had been appointed to that post shortly after the 
resignation of Janet Macomber in 1984. Prior to that she had served on the 
Archives Records Committee for nine years. Her chief interest was town genealogy, 
and through her efforts a card fine of vital statistics was established. This work 
has provided us with a valuable resource for genealogical research. 


The Archives Committee presented another exhibit on August 14, 1985. This 
one was devoted mainly to pictures from our growing collection, plus some 
which were loaned from the private collections of residents. Two rooms in the 
town hall were used for this event, which was well attended. 


I suppose that everyone who becomes an archivist has a different approach to 
the task, and soon establishes his own set of priorities. For me, the most pressing 
need at present is the transcribing of selected documents from our fragments file. 
Many of these documents are the only records we have of early warrants, town 
meetings, tax lists etc. They are not found elsewhere in bound volumes, and must 
be considered priceless and irreplaceable. While most of them have been micro- 
filmed, it is highly desirable that they be made available in printed form for the 
benefit of historical research. 


A growing number of people everywhere are becoming interested in ancestor 
hunting. Old towns such as ours are prime areas for this kind of research. Initial 
inquiries go to the town clerk, who in her capacity as official custodian of vital 
records, searches out and provides certified copies of the data requested, if 
available. Frequently, requests of this sort turn into genealogical research projects. 
For situations in which the town clerk feels that the information sought goes 
beyond the scope of her responsibility, a procedure has been established 
whereby she may refer such inquiries to Deborah Schulte and Joann Ireland, 
members of the Archives Committee, who will continue the research to the 
extent that they are able. 


We continue to receive contributions in the form of records, books, pictures and 
other articles from individuals and private sources. Notable among these is the 
gift of a notebook from the private collection of Kenneth Maxam. It contains 
copies of selected correspondence concerning Fort Point Light, Fort William & 
Mary - Fort Constitution and the Coast Guard, from the middle 1700’s to the 
turn of the 20th century, and was compiled by the late Ivan L. Meloon. Many of 
the letters are addressed to Alexander Hamilton, Secretary of the Treasury and 
were written by Jos. Whipple, who at the time was local collector of customs. 
Mr. Maxam has also contributed several chapters of a history of New Castle, 
which he is in the process of writing. 


Probably there is no other town in New Hampshire, and few elsewhere, whose 
historical heritage is richer than that of generations all of the records that have 
been entrusted to our care, and with them a greater understanding of our role in 
the evolution of a community and nation.

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The 1985 New Castle Fire Department Town Report 


1985 for the New Castle Fire Department has been a very busy year with changes. 
The Wentworth Hotel project surfaced again this year and the Seabrook Station 
Emergency Radiological Response Plan has required involvement. There was a 
change in Fire Chiefs, as well as in other fire officers. The department has it’s first 
female firefighter which is positive and as usual, training has been our number 
one goal. 


The Wentworth Hotel project has required meetings with town officials, 
developers and engineers. Water supply and fire codes such as the Life Safety 
Code have been the major topics of discussion. 


The Seabrook Station Emergency Radiological Response Plan has required 
much participation by the fire department. The department supplies a center of 
operations as well as communications and manpower. During “Hurricane Gloria” 
this plan was used, except the name was changed to the “New Castle Hurricane 
Emergency Response Plan”. The plan title changed, but the goals and objectives 
for the part were the same. 


The 1986-87 proposed fire department budget shows a substantial increase 
contributed to firefighter safety and salaries. Firefighter safety has been one of 
several areas which hasn’t taken a back seat. This upcoming year, firefighters 
bunker pants are intended to become standard issue, thus giving the firefighter 
better protection on the lower half of the body. The increase in salaries can be 
broken into two areas. First there is a start to up grade the fire officer’s salary to 
compensate for the ever increasing requirements and responsibilities, which 
boils down to additional time spent for the fire department. Secondly a training 
incentive program was established for those who attend day long weekend 
training schools. 


Volunteering for the fire department in this town appears to be slowly passing away. 
In 1980 all of the department’s members lived in town, today only fifty percent 
live in town. This can be contributed to the high cost of housing! The average 
volunteer can neither afford a one hundred thousand dollar home or pay a six to 
nine hundred dollar monthly rent bill. The people who can afford to live in New 
Castle are the white collar and professional workers. Traditionally, nation wide, 
white collar workers are not volunteer firefighters. There are exceptions in New 
Castle, but not enough. Maybe it is time for this town to break tradition? If not, 
be willing and ready in the future to reach deeper into your pockets. 


Looking into the future, as fire department membership slowly tends to move out 
of town, the problem of response time will surface. Response time is the time 
between when the fire department is notified of the fire, and the time fire 
apparatus arrives on a fire scene. Presently the fire department’s response time 
averages five minutes. If all the members were to live out of town, the response 
time would be ten to twelve minutes, thus allowing time for the fire to grow. This 
paragraph on response time is no to instill fear in our citizens, but to provoke 
thought on the membership issue. 
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Training, as stated in past years, is our number one goal. This past year has 
provided an interesting challenge by having different levels of training to meet 
the membership’s individual needs. To meet these needs, two members have 
volunteered to assist the training officer. With these training assistants and extra 
training on weekends our objectives for training in 1985 were met. 


In 1985, Reggie Whitehouse resigned as Fire Chief after fifteen years holding that 
rank. During that period of time he had taken a two car garage operation and 
turned it into a well equipped modern fire department. Reggie is still a very active 
member and his experience is helping the new members to become firefighters. 
The Town of New Castle is very fortunate to have Reggie Whitehouse and all the 
members who provide the fire protection service.

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden and 
State Forest Ranger 


Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires throughout 
our state than in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading causes of the 1,605 
fires were children and fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire 
Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of state timber harvest regulations is the responsibility of State 
Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however 
your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be 
violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax payment 
starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all 
forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selelctmen for timber tax forms.

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New Castle Public Works Report 


The sewer and water distribution and collection systems owned by the Town are 
the responsibility of your Public Works Commission. We purchase the water 
essentially on a wholesale basis from Portsmouth. The raw sewage is pumped to 
the Portsmouth owned treatment plant on Pierce Island and treated there. We 
are billed by Portsmouth by the gallonage treated plus fixed overhead prorated 
charges for the treatment plant. 


Water System: the town owns and operaies approximately 4 miles of waterlines 
serving 280 metered users. Another 75 households on the oceanside of our island 
along Wentworth Road, are served directly by the City of Portsmouth from the 
main entering New Castle near the hotel, terminating at the Coast Guard Station. 


Our on-going program of installation of remote meters continued, adding 50 new 
meters this year. We had no major breaks or replacements this year. We also have 
been introducing backflow regulations. (where foul water can enter the system 
from private lines by being drawn into the system when low pressure occurs.) 


As 44% of our income is for the purchase of water, and most of the balance is used 
for operating the system, we are not building up sufficient reserve for future line 
replacements. It therefore is necessary to raise rates in 1986. 


Sewer System: New Castle owns and operates approximately 4 miles of sewer 
lines and 3 pumping stations serving users, including the Coast Guard Station 
and the hotel. This system is now 10 years old and the lift stations require extensive 
maintenance. With these costs plus the fees paid for treatment and operations, we 
were unable to fully fund our depreciation reserve for major replacement costs in 
the future, and will be modestly increasing rates this year to cover this shortfall. 


With the volunteer help, the services provided by the Fire Department in hydrant 
maintenance, and line flushing, and the excellent job being done by Dan Barrett 
in Operating and maintaining the systems, we have been able to provide these 
utilities at minimum costs. 


No major capital projects are planned for 1986 and major attention will continue 
of lift station rehabilitation. We are investigating extension for the sewer line on 
the north end of Wentworth Road for possible future projects. 


For your board: Gene Fisk left this year and we extend our thanks for his efforts 
over the last 4 years. Tom Roy and Ed Arsenault, both long time New Castle 
residents, joined our board and their experience is most welcomed. Also joining 
the board as an alternative is Norman Durgas, a new resident to New Castle. His 
expertise in land surveying and construction will be helpful and we appreciate his 
taking an active interest in his new community.
